HENRY JOHNSON. 

RESOLUTIONS 
OF 

THE LEGISLATURE OF OHIO, 
REQUESTING 

"Congress to place the name of Henry Johnson, of said State, on the pension 
roll. 

January 4, 1S48. 
Read, and referred to the Committee on Revolutionary Pensions. 

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas Henry Johnson, of Washington county, one of the heroic 
Johnson boys who delivered themselves from savage captivity and the 
prospect of a horrid death by killing two Delaware Indians, after having 
spent a youth of hardship as a ranger on the frontier, enduring the severest 
privations, with the most inadequate compensation, is now passing through 
an old age of indigence; and it is right and proper that acts of noble dar¬ 
ing, especially when connected with long and meritorious services, should 
receive some reward from a grateful and admiring country: Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of ihe State of Ohio, That our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress be requested to use their exer¬ 
tions to obtain the passage of an act to place the said Henry Johnson on 
the pension roll, at a rate not less than eight dollars per month. 

Resolved, That the governor be requested to transmit a copy of this res¬ 
olution to each of our Senators and Representatives.
